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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


1. The Town Hall received a second coat of paint in 1951 
which was voted at the 1950 town meeting. The cost of this painting 
came out of surplus. 


2. The Town Hall floor was refinished with a special finish 
in order to provide suitable playing area for the basketball teams. 
The cost of this refinishing was to be divided equally between the 
school district and the town. 


3. All TRA money which included a town appropriation of 
$982.46 matched with the state’s $7,532.22 was expended on the 
Camp Sargent road project. This project was planned to be 
completed in three years and includes the widening and the sur- 
facing of this road. It is proposed to expend TRA monies in the 
future on the completion of this project. 


4. The road maintenance and the road oil appropriations 
were exceeded by a substantial amount in 1951 due to the excessive 
rains occuring in the summer and due to the necessity of oiling 
Tinker Road and Lawrence Hill road in, order to preserve the 
surface in existence. 


5. The Selectmen recommend that serious consideration be 
given by the voters to the purchase of a new or used grader for town 
use as the old grader now in use is about worn out.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDENS 


In the past year your local forest fire organization did a very 
fine job of pre-suppression and suppression of forest fires. Our 
early spring was very dry and with extra high winds and all our 
fires were during that period. We find that the general public is still 
very careless with matches and cigarettes. 


In the “Keep America Green” program there is a story of 
two bad boys who cause most of our forest fires. The first one we 
call, “I don’t care”, he is the person that builds fires anywhere, 
never gets a permit to burn brush or has a safe place for his home 
incinerator. He is also very careless with matches and cigarettes. 
The other one is called, “I don’t know any better”, and the best 
way to describe him is a plain dunce. It is only with your help that 
these two bad actors are controlled. Their carelessness can be the 
cause of our pretty and valuable woodland to be destroyed by fire. 
Even your own home can be burned by them. 


It is up to you and you alone to report these characters. to 
your local forest fire warden whenever you see them operating. To 
have our woodlands green and our mountain streams clear, your 
cooperation is needed by: 


1. Seeing that your incinerator is tight and is sitting on clean 
ground. 


2. Always clean a space about any open fire to prevent it from 
spreading. 
3. Never burn in dry, windy weather. 


4. In all cases a written permit is required from your local 
town fire warden. 


5. Be sure that your matches, cigarettes and pipe ashes are out 
_ out before discarding. 


It is with your cooperation that this shameful waste of timber 
and money can be stopped.

The work done and the 
gifts donated have saved the District many needed dollars and has 
enabled the youngsters to have the advantage of these improvements 
much sooner than if they had to wait for the District to appropriate 


the money. 
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THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Merrimack School Board: 


I herewith submit my third Annual Report on the conditions 
of your schools. 


This year has been very successful as far as the education of 
your children is concerned. The teachers who have remained with 
us are continuing to show the same fine professional spirit and 
interest in the youth of Merrimack. ‘The teachers new to our 
schools are proving to be very capable and make a welcome addition 
to our staff. The morale among the teachers is very high. This is 
due in a large measure to the wholehearted cooperation and support 
they have received from the School Board and parents. Every effort 
should be made to let them know we feel they are a valued 
asset to our school system. 


The launching of a new school and steadily increasing enroll- 
ment have created many administrative problems. I am happy to 
be able to report that most of them have been solved satisfactorily 
and the majority of the rest of them will iron themselves out as 
time goes on. 


The hot lunch program has been successfully started under 
the able direction of Lane Damon. Mr. Damon has been giving 
excellent meals. It is hoped that in the not too distant future a way 
can be found to make it possible for all the schools to enjoy the 

advantages of this worthwhile project. 


Mr. Fort has been at the High School one day a week, working 
with the children from grades five to twelve. In addition to admin- 
tering and interpreting tests he has done a great deal in individual 
counselling. As a result the students are beginning to think more 
seriously of their future and are making plans now so that the educa- 
tional foundation will be laid. 


Because of the addition of another teacher at the High School 
the extra-curricular activity load can be spread among more 
teachers and this program has been broadened. Very effective use 
has been made, not only the new building itself, but also the Library 
and the Town Hall. Parents, friends and town officials have been 
very cooperative. If it were not for this excellent spirit of coopera- 
tion the program now in practice could never have been possible. 
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This cooperation and help has been shown, not only at the 
High School, but in all the schools. The help given by the P.T.A. 
and other groups has made it possible to provide a type of education 
that we otherwise could not afford. 


It was necessary to place part of the fifth grade in the new 
building and hire a new teacher to teach a combination fourth and 
fifth grade at the Thornton’s Ferry School. This arrangement can 
be carried on for another year at least, but the situation is becoming 
increasingly acute. A solution may have to be found within a few 
years. 


It has been a real pleasure serving the School Board and Parents. 
I have received nothing but the most wholehearted cooperation 
from all concerned with the problems of the schools and am confi- 
dent that as long as this fine feeling exists, good education for all 
the children of Merrimack will be assured.
